Cancer  notification*  In  July  of  this  year  a  form  of  cancer 
notification  was  introduced,  into  the  district,  its  object  being  to 
assist  the  S.  Western  Regional  Cancer  Bureau  in  their  programme  of 
cancer  registrr.tion .  Notifications  arc  received  by  me  and  then 
transmitted  to  the  bureau. 

The  scheme  has  worked  satisfactorily  but,  of  course,  numbers  are 
small  and  it  is  hoped  that  neighbouring  districts  will  eventually 
join  in  to  make  the  scheme  of  practical  value  to  the  bureau. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area,. 

( 1 )  Nursing  in  the  Home.  No  change . 

(2)  Domiciliary  Midwifery  is  carried  out  by  the  two  district  nurses. 

(3)  Laboratory  Facilities.  There  are  two  in  the  Area  -  The  County 
Laboratory  and  that  connected  with  the  Royal  Devon  &  Exeter 
Hospital . 

(4)  Hospitals .  Post  Hill  Hospital  has  now  30  medical  ponvalescent  bed 
Aged  Sick.  The  Belmont  Hospital,  Tiverton,  with  100  beds  is  the 

:  chief  hospital  for  this  purpose,  but  cases  are  frequently  sent  to 
1  other  chronic  sick  hospitals  in  the  County  owing  to  the  great 
shortage  of  beds  for  these  cases. 

Considerable  hardship  has  occurred  during  the  year  both  from 
delay  in  admission  and  also  due  to  the  fact  that  patients  are 
compelled 'to  accept  vacancies  in  hospitals  remote  from  their 
relatives . 

Infectious  cases  arc  sent  to  Whipton  Isolation  Hospital  where 
accommodation  is  alv/ays  adequate. 

•Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  deals  with  Surgical,  Medical 
and  Maternity  cases.  There  are  50  beds,  II  of  which  are  devoted 
to  Maternity  cases.  Bookings  are'  carried  out  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer.- 

'  Scoter  City  Hospital  -  formerly  entirely  for  aged  sick  is 
no?/  talcing  a  proportion  of  acute  surgical  and  medical  cases  from 
this  district. 

An  Ante -natal  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  at  2.30  p.m. 
at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital. 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  hold  at  the  Tiverton  and  District 
Hospital  tw ice  monthly.

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  tenth  Annual  Report  in 
connection  with  duties  carried  out  during  the  year  1955. 

Slum  Clearance .  During  the  year  the  Slum  Clearance  Sub-Committee, 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  Aldermen  Ford,  carried  out  a  survey  of 
223  houses,  which  brought  the  Total  number  of  houses  included  in 
Clearance  and  Improvement  Areas  up  to  467. 

Of  this  number,  it  is  proposed  to  deal  with  139  houses  within  a 
five  year  period,  74  within  10  years,  and  39  within  15  years ,making 
a  total  to  be  ultimately  cleared  of  252* 

It  is  proposed  to  deal  .with  131  houses  as  incapable  of  repair  at  a 
reasonable  cost  and  84  houses  as  capable  of  repair  at  a  reasonable 
cost.. 

Meat  and  Food  Inspection.  Following  my  usual  practice,  I  again 
carried  out  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem  inspection  of  all  animals 
at  the  Council’s  abattoir,  a  total  of  3596  animals.  Approximately 
5  tons  of  meat  and  offal  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption.  The  percentage  of  animals  affected  with  Tuberculosis 
is  slightly  lower  than  for  the  previous  year  and  is  low  compared 
with  the  figures  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

73  Visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  and  approximately  I  ton. 
of  foodstuffs  condemned  and  destroyed.

Jl)  The  water  supply  for  the  Town  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity..  .  .  , 

(2)  Bacteriological  examinations  have  been  made  at  regular 
monthly  intervals  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply. 

Water  from  the  Allers  supply  (source  springs  at  Norwood 
Common,  supplemented  by  pumping  from  River  Exc )  is  both 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  Water  from  the  War ni combo  supply 
is  only  chlorinated. 

(3)  The  waters  have  no  plumbo -solvent  action. 

(4)  No  contamination  during  year. 

(5)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  and  population 
supplied  from  public  mains  are  3,272  houses,  11,203  population. 
The  water  is  piped  in  direct  to  approximately  2,783  houses, 
whilst  approximately  489  houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  stand 
pipes.  These  latter  houses  being  situated  principally  in  Courts
